SCHOOL SUITS. 



In 9k- difQpulty arising between 
dancers at a negro dance at the Fair 
Grounds near this city Saturday 
night Press Lannum, a well-known 
negro, who has often figured in police 
records was shot and killed. Andrew 
Dale received a shot in the hip, and 
Henry Morton, of the Clintonville 
precinct, was shot in the right leg 
and his rli^ wrist shittersd by a 
bullet. 

The shooting* was the reai|lt of a 
dispute that ]uw% ovof thd risht of 
one negro to danc^.wtth a sister of 
the Morrison wm, who was oi|e of 
the victims of the lUstilade. Morton 
attempted to persuade his siter 
to go home, and the negro man re- 
sented his interference, with the re- 
sult above told. Lannum, as a by- 
stander, ,was in the line of fire and 
was shot through the breast, dying 
instantly. Special Policemen Ad 
McKinney and Violette were called 
to the scene by the ^ound of the 
shots and they dispersed the crowd 
that had gathered. Coroner Ru- 
dolph Davis and the Paris police 
were notified, and vent to the scene 
oil the shooting. MorUm was> taken 
t6 jtho oSoo of Dr. J. T. Brown, 
whore his wounds were dressed uid 
he was altwward taken to his fa- 
ther's houo at Clintonville. Dale 
was carried to the office Of Dr. D. B. 
Anderson, and was afterward remov- 
ed to his home in tlie negro suburb 
of Lylesville. 

The body of Lannam, after being 
viewed by Coroner Davis, was remov- 
ed to his late home in the negro 
sijl)urb of Kennedysville. Lannum 
bore an unsavory record and v.as 
known as a trouble-hunter, but 
this instance was a peaceable by 
stander. 

Coroner Dayis will hold an in- 
quest this mbming at 10 o'clock. 
Twenty-ftTO witnesses have been 
summoned, and their testimony is ex- 
pected to clear up the mjrstery that 
seems to surrounds the shooting.

WIRE THIEVS8 BUSY. 



Wire thieves have been very busy 



Fire originating from an unknown 
cause early last night destroyed the 
plants of the Stivers Lumber Co. and 
the Flora Lumber Co., cm South Main 

street. 

The fire began in the Flora Lum- 
ber Co.^s building adjoinfiig, and in a 
few hoars both plants were complete- 
ly destroyed. 

The Stivers plant, which was a 
total loss, was built In 1903 by Wm. 
P. Ardery and O. Edwards, at a cost 
of $7,(100 and was afterward pur- 
chased by Mr. J. H. Stivers. Mr. 
Stivers had insurance of $6,000 on 
building and $1,000 on stock, worth 
$4,000. Of this sum $6,000 was car- 
ried in the agency of McClure & 
Clendenin. 

Mr. Albert Wright lost a carload of 
cement worth $250. 

Ossiw Edwards' loss on sash, 
door, blinds and intwior finish was 
$300. I 

The Flora Lnmber X^o.'s loss will be 
about MfOOO. They carried insurance 
the exact amount td whldk eovOA not 
be ascertained. 

Mr. Stivers saved his oflTce fix- 
tures, books, etc. His building was 
pronounced one of the best built 
warehouses in the city. 

The telephone, telegraph and elec- 
tric service, as well as the Interur- 
ban electric car sevvice, was tempo- 
rarily put out of commission. All 
the telephones of the Cumberland 
Telephone Company in South Paris 
were put out of commission by the 
burning of wires, cables and poles. 

The fire was one of the most 
spectacular, as well as disastrous 
Qiies,' seen in Paris for jnany years. 

An accurate estimate of the prop- 
erty loss in round dgures is impos- 
sible to obtain to-ni^t,- owing to in- 
ability of the firms invoked to get 
to their books and papers. 

The fire was well under control at 
midnight. By hard work the fire 
was confined to the "two plants de- 
stroyed, and was prevented from

THE QtftMlNATfON OF 

CRIMSON CLOVER SpED. 

Since November "^l* 1913, there have 
been imported into the United States 
3,329,883 pounds of crimson clover 
seed. This seed comes mostly from 
France and Australia, \Vhere the har- 
■ vest season is practically the same as 
in this country. The time for seeing 
follow.-i the harvest season so closely 
that only a part of the imported seed 
is received in time to be sown the 
year it is raised. If the conditions of 
storage are not the best the seed may 
lose materially In vitality between 
the time of harvest and that of seed- 
ing the next year. 

New seed of good quality is free 
from any brownish color, but old 
seed shows ^varying degrees of brows 
according to age and ccmditions linder 
which it has been stored. The 
brownish color is Jwn indication of 
poor germination — the darker the col- 
or the poorer the germination. Seed 
which shows a slight browninsh color 
should be tested for germination be- 
fore sowing, and no brown seed 
should be used unless a germination 
test shows it will grow well. 

Germination tests of the 119 lots of 
crimson clover seed imported in the 
last eight months show an avenge 
of 80 per cent, of live seeds. The ger- 
mination varied from 40 per cenC for 
the poorest lot to 97 per cent, for the 
best lot. As crimson clover seed 
loses its vitality rapidly, and as prac- 
tically all the importejfl seed is 1 
year old before seeding, an effort 
should be made to save domestic seed 
wherever possible. This is especially 
true of seed for local home use, 
where it can be seeded without 
threshing or cleaning. ' * " 



TOBACCO 8TEM8 AND 8TALK8 



Should the demand of Europe for 
American tobacco stems cease, these 
steAs, which contain large quanti- 
ties of plant food, especially potash, 
may be used to good advantage by 
the American grower of tobacco as 
fertiliser. SoU fertilized by these 
stems secured ttoitL the cigar, and to- 
bacco factories and sten^meries, will 
produce leaf -tobacco of better, gam- 
ing qualities and -texture. 

Tobacco stems -as fertilizer should 
be applied in smaller quantities than 
manure, because they contain larger 
quantities of the constituents which 
feed the plant, according to the De- 
partment's tobacco specialists. Two 
tons per acre of "seed stems" 
(stems from cigar factories) or 2*^ 
tons of "Kentucky stems ' (stems 
from tobacco factories and stemmer- 
ies) are known to give good results 
in New Bn gland and, so far as avail- 
able,, these atems will undoubtedly 
furnish a very satisfactory source of 
potash, as well as other plant foods» 
in other sections. . 

Cons)der9A>le quantities of tobacco 
stems have long been exported to 
Germany and other parts of Europe 
where they are often used in the 
manufacture of low grade smoking 
tobacco and as a source of nicotine. 

Tobacco stalks which are not re- 
moved from the farm under prevail- 
ing methods, are not always used to 
the best advantage as a fertilizer. 
Like the stems, they contain consid- 
erable quantities of valuable plant 
food (though not so much) 'and may 
be used freely as a feitiUaer for to- 
bacco and otlMT crops. They may be 
profitably osed to taii^ve the hay 
lot^ by simply eiweading the stalks 
over the land in the fall or they may 
be plowed under the same season for 
cultivated crops, such as cotton, corn, 
tobacco, etc. The practice of piling 
tobacco stalks in heaps and leaving 
them exposed to the weather means 
a waste of valuable material that 
might be r<>tunied to the soil. The 
practice of burning thetii is also 
wasteful unless they are infected 
by such a s^i^ous disea8(| as the 
Granville wilt.

There has been no general precip- 
itation since early in May or April. 
Tlie showers that have fallen this 
summer in Kentucky have been 
heavy rains, in some places, in point 
of the amount of water per square 
inch. But they have not been gen- 
eral rains, and while one section of 
a county, or one county, has enjoyed 
a relief from the drouth, the adjoin- 
ing section has remained dry. 

What )ias been neidded and is still 
needed. Is a general rain ot several 
days duration. The deepest eprinpt 
are showing the effects of a long 
cojitinaed absence of adequate water 
supply. F^rms which have an abun- 
dance of good stock water — and 
green pools in the rock long unfed 
by surface water or springs are not 
good stock water — are very much 
the exception to tlie rule. 

Next winter will be a hard one up- 
on owners of stock. Feed will be 
high and many farms that are abun- 
dantly productive in ordinary sea- 
sons will be short of grain feed, hay 
and "roughage." In many places oats 
was so short it had to be cut with a 
iiMiwer because it could not be bound 
hj a binder, and where there was 
more or less grain there was very 
little straw. Com has been cut short 
in many ooontleSr and the. farmer 
who has plenty ot wheat with which 
to feed his hogs is In luck this year. 

There is little compensation for 
farmers in the fact that live stock 
prices are high enough to make it 
profitable to sell "stocker" cattle and 
stock hogs in market. This year 
emphasizes tlie value of dairying, 
poultry raising and fruit growing as 
offsets of crop shortage in short 
years. Of course dairy cattle and 
poultry must be fed, but they re-

NEW POP* C^CTap. 

ROIfB, Sept 4.— The Sacred Cor 
lege of Cardinals, on September 3, 
elected Cardinal Giarcomo Delia 
Chiesa, Archbishop of Bologna, Su- 
preme Pontiff, to • succeed ^ the late 
Pope Pius X. His coronation as Ben- 
edict XV, wlir talDe plaoe geptember 
6th. 

On the election Cardinal Delia 
Chiesa, iMonsignor Poggiani, Secre- 
tary of the Conclave, with the master 
of ceremonies, the Cardinals and 
other high church dignitaries bowed 
before the chair where CMdinal 
Delia Chiesa was seated. 

He asked if the Cardinal would ac- 
cept, the pontificate, and upon an 
affirmative reply all the canopies 
above the Cardinals' tljron;s3 were 
lowered, excepting that of Cardinal 
Delia Chiesa. In answer to the 
question of the dean of the Cardi- 
nals, the new Pope said he desired to 
take the name of Benedict XV. 

Monsignor Poggiani, assisted by 
the other officials, recorded tiie act 
of election and the . acceptanee, and 
the members of the -conclave then 
entered the Sistine Chaprt with the 
Pope. The pontiff was clothed in a 
flowing white robe, red slippers and 
high stock ^ith a broad red cravat. 
Cardinal Delia Volpe placed on his 
shoulders a red stole, embroidered 
with gold. The Pope then mounted 
the throne to receive the homage of 
the Cardinals. 

The Cardinals first kissed the feet 
and then the hands of the Pontiff, 
who administered the accolade and 
pronounced the benediction. Cardi- 
nal Delia Volpe placed upon the 
Pontiff's finger the fisherman's ring, 
which the Pope returned to Monsig- 
nor Damico, to have engraved with 
his name.
